While there may be dis- 
agreement among us on 
zoning matters, everyone 
here wants improvement— 
better buildings, more bus- 
iness, good industries and 
a complete community. 

The zoning ordinance 
should be an aid to achiev- 
ing the goal —not a deter- 
rent.

With the first six months 
of 1957 only five days away 
at this writing, building in 
Upland approaches $3 mil- 
jion witth 243 permits totaling 
$2,943,914 in construction: is- 
sued from the city hall office 
of Building Inspector Rich- 
ard Derby and his staff.

The building comprises a 
total of 6,777 ‘square feet, 
with landscaping in front 
and large parking areas 
both front and rear. Out- 
standing feature of its con- 
struction fs the extensive use 
of glass in panels reaching 
the full height of the build- 
ing. Alternating with the 
glass are panels of grey 
aluminum and palo verde 
stone, The rear wall is of 
plaster painted coral. Ex- 
terior trim is of aluminum. 
SPACIOUS EFFECT 


Inside, ‘an extremely high 
ceiling gives an effect of 
spaciousness. Interior color 
motif is based on mass 
areas of beige in walls and 
carpets, with wood paneling 
and fixtures in mahogany. 
Color accents of green, grey, 
flame and white are 
achieved in furniture, coun- 
ter tops, and wall panels. 

The main floor is devoted 
to reception area, tellers’ 
windows, office and book- 
keeping space, plus confer- 
ence room and vault, em- 
ployees’ Tounges and the 
kitchen-dining room installa- 
tion. On the lower level are 
maintenance and_ storage 
room's. 

DRIVE-IN WINDOW 

Among unusual services 
incorporated into First 
Federal’s new building is a 
drive-in tteller’s window, 
reached by a special drive- 
way from Fifth Avenue, 
whereby patrons miay trans- 
act their business without 
leaving their cars. The New 
Accounts Department has a 
desk-height counter for cus- 
tomers’ convenience. 
Another feature of benefit to 
all passers-by is the elec- 
tronic “T&T” clock on the 
Foothill exterior facade of 
the building, which flashes 
the correct time and tem- 
perature alternately every 5 
seconds 24 hours a day. A 
similar clock flashes inside 
the building as well.
